He  knows 
that  you  can't  tell  what  kind  of  a  day  it  is  by  the  weather,  and  he  has 
made  the  sun  shine  in  the  hearts  of  everybody  with  whom  he  has  come 
in  contact,  and  hundreds  of  others  who  have  never  met  him. 
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TOWN  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

1977 
To:  The  Selectmen,  Employees,  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Newport: 

In  1977  we  completed  two  projects  that  were  very  closely  related, 
and  very  much  needed:  the  tax  mapping  of  the  entire  town  as  done  by 
the  local  firm  of  Planning  Maps,  Inc.,  and  the  tax  reappraisal  of  all 
property  as  done  by  the  State  Appraisal  Division,  as  voted  at  Town 
Meeting  in  1976.  This  appraisal  was  done  on  a  cost  basis  by  the  state. 
Their  estimate  of  $48,000.00  made  in  1975  was  low  and  although  the 
appraisal  is  not  complete,  because  they  will  be  reviewing  taxpayer 
complaints  after  the  February  1st  and  2nd  hearings,  the  completed  cost 
will  be  around  $60,000.00.  With  this  cost  in  mind,  it  is  important  to 
realize  that  these  values  continue  to  be  kept  near  the  100  percent  value. 
To  do  this,  we  should  hire  a  full-time  assessing  clerk  to  work  for  the 
assessors  to  keep  values  on  a  current  basis. 

The  completion  of  the  Court  Square  Project  has  added  beauty  and 
historical  value  to  the  Municipal  and  County  area.  The  many  improve- 
ments of  the  Opera  House  by  the  hard-working  citizens  involved,  have 
increased  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall-Opera  House  building  and  improves 
the  quality  of  life  in  Newport. 

The  selectmen  have  accepted,  effective  January  1st,  1978,  an 
employee  salary  plan  that  includes  a  grade  and  pay  schedule  and 
evaluation  sheet. 

It  was  felt  that  if  the  town  is  to  continue  to  hire  and  retain 
qualified  personnel,  that  there  should  be  a  job  classification  according 
to  responsibility  with  equally  compensating  pay.  That  evaluation  of  all 
employees  would  allow  for  a  step  increase  based  on  merit  as 
recommended  by  the  department  head.  As  the  cost  of  living  is  always  a 
factor  that  affects  everyone,  this  is  to  be  based  on  the  national  average.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport  qualified  to  vote  on 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1:  To  elect  two  Selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  elect  three  members  of  the  Budget  Committee  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  and  one  for  one  year. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  elect  a  Town  Clerk  and  Town  Treasurer,  both  for 
a  term  of  three  years. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  elect  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  two  years  and  a 
Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for  the  ensuing  six  years. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
we  adopt  the  new  provision  of  RSA  43-C  to  expand  exemptions  on  real 
estate  for  the  elderly,  changing  the  eligibility  requirement  that  a  person 
may  own  no  more  than  $35,000  in  assets  of  any  kind  to  a  requirement 
that  a  person  may  own  no  more  than  $50,000  in  assets  of  any  kind?" 

ARTICLE  6:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
we  adopt  the  new  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-B  relative  to  expanded 
exemptions  on  real  estate  for  the  elderly,  changing  the  basis  of  the 
exemption  from  the  equalized  assessed  value  to  the  actual  assessed 
valuation?" 

ARTICLE  7:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  revised  and  amended  by  the  Newport 
Planning  Board  be  adopted  by  the  town?" 

ARTICLE  8:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  be  amended  by  adding  the  Planned  Unit 
Development  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?" 

ARTICLE  9:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  be  amended  by  adding  the  amendment  as 
proposed  by  the  Airport  Commission?" 

ARTICLE  10:  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  question:  "Shall 
an  amendment  as  proposed  by  petition  be  adopted  by  the  town  as 
follows:  That  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Newport,  passed  at 
Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1965,  as  amended  be  further  amended  as 
follows:  Article  III,  Section  334,  Paragraph  3  is  deleted  and  the 
following  substituted  therefore:  In  the  construction  of  new  multi-family 
dwellings,  5,000  sq.  ft.  of  lot  area  must  be  available  per  family  if  the 
structure  is  not  served  by  Town  Water  and  Sewer  with  adequate  space 
for  off-street  parking  as  required  in  Section  264." 

ARTICLE  11:  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  Officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Committees 
necessary  to  conduct  Town  Business,  also  one  Trust  Fund  Commission 
member  for  one  year. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  to  meet  current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  Taxes  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  13:  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  on 
1978  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  in  accordance 
with  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  80:42  acquired  by  the  Town  through 
Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  employ  auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the 
Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget  which 
includes  the  following  list  of  special  appropriations: 

(A)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a 
new  public  works  building  on  property  owned  by  the  Town,  and  for 
such  purpose  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  ONE  HUNDRED 
SEVENTY-FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($175,000.00)  such  sum  to  be 
raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33  as  amended  and  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  rate  of  interest 
on  said  notes  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
issuance  thereof.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(B)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  through  a  special  sewer 
use  tax,  the  sum  of  TWENTY-ONE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($21,000.00) 
for  the  engineering  survey  and  design  work  associated  with  the  pro- 
posed sewer  extensions  within  Miller's  Birchwood  Grove  Development. 
The  sewer  use  tax  will  be  applied  only  against  those  parcels  of  property 
abutting  the  proposed  construction.  Each  lot  on  the  original  subdivision 
shall  be  considered  a  separate  parcel.  Determination  of  cost  per  parcel 
shall  be  made  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  parcels  abutting  the 
proposed  construction  into  the  total  cost  of  engineering  survey  and 
design  work.  (W^ithout  recommendation  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(C)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  TEN  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($10,000.00)  to  repair  the  east  wall  of 
the  Fire  Station.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(D)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  TWELVE 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($12,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  paving  the 
Town  Office,  Town  Hall  parking  area.  (Without  recommendation  by  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

(E)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  its  membership  in  the 
regional  planning  commission,  now  organized  and  named  the  Upper 
Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
FOUR  THOUSAND  THREE  HUNDRED  SIXTY-EIGHT  DOLLARS 
($4,368.00)  as  the  town's  share  of  the  annual  operating  expenses  of  the 
regional  planning  commission  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  state 
and  Federal  funds  available  for  planning  purposes.  (Not  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(F)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($100.00)  as  a  payment  toward  the  cost 
of   publicizing    and    promoting    the    natural    attractions    of    the 
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Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region  and  encouraging  vacation  travel  in  the 
region.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(G)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
TWENTY-SIX  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($26,800.00) 
for  the  purchase  of  Highway  Equipment  (backhoe-$19,600.00/new 
sander-$5,000/new  plow-$2,200.00),  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(H)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  FIFTEEN 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($15,000.00)  to  complete  the  payment  of  the 
reappraisal  by  the  State  Tax  Appraisal  Division  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(I)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ONE 
HUNDRED  AND  THIRTY-SIX  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($136,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  design  and  construction  of  the  next  phase  of  the 
Athletic  Recreation  Complex  to  consist  of  one  baseball  field,  two 
Softball  fields,  irrigation,  fencing,  bleachers,  dugouts  and  parking  and 
to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  SIXTY-EIGHT  THOUSAND  DOLLARS 
($68,000.00)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  The  remaining 
$68,000.00  will  be  provided  in  matching  funds  from  the  Bureau  of 
Outdoor  Recreation.  (By  petition.)  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.) 

(J)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  EIGHT  THOUSAND 
FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($8,500.00)  to  enable  the  selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  contract  for  the  following  engineering  services  regarding 
solid  waste  disposal  and  waste  heat  recovery: 

I.  Evaluate  sites  for  the  installation  and  report  on  the  advant- 
ages and  disadvantages  of  about  four. 
II.  Size  a  solid  waste  disposal  incinerator  for  Newport  and  sev- 
eral of  the  surrounding  communities. 

III.  Determine  waste  heat  available  from  the  incinerator. 

IV.  Size  heat  recovery  units  for  the   incinerator  together  with 
steam  lines  to  buildings  where  it  might  be  used. 

V.  Estimate  cost  of  the  installations  for  budget  purposes. 
VI.  Work  closely  with  New  Hampshire  Air  Pollution  Control  au- 
thorities to  insure  that  the  installation  has  their  concurrence. 
VII.  Summarize  these  studies  in  a  report  for  the  Selectmen. 
VIII.  Prepare   sketch   data   and   other   material   which   will   assist 
voters  in  understanding  the  values  of  the  sites,  the  incinera- 
tors and  cost  savings  from  the  reclamation  of  heat  for  display 
at  Town  Meeting. 
And  to  accept  any  and  all  Federal  and  state  grants  and  private  gifts  in 
relation    thereto;    and    to    authorize    the    withdrawal    of   the    amount 
required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (By 
petition.)  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(K)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  ONE 
THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTY  DOLLARS  ($1,870.00) 
as  the  town's  share  to  complete  the  upper  floor  of  the  District  Court 
Building  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for 
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this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  also  to  accept 
funds  of  $1,000.00  from  the  Newport  Historical  Society,  $3,000.00  from 
the  Eva  Gebhard-Gourgaud  Foundation,  and  $5,870,000  Historical 
funds  from  the  State  and  Federal  Government.  (Recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee). 

(L)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  TWENTY-FIVE 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($25,000.00)  to  install  a  sprinkler  system  in  the 
Town  Hall  Building  to  comply  with  required  safety  regulations  of  the 
State  Fire  Laws  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required 
for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (Without 
recommendation  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(M)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  SEVEN 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($7,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  and 
repairing  the  heating  units  in  both  the  Library  Building  and  the  Library 
Arts  Center  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(N)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  THREE 
THOUSAND  SIX  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($3,600.00)  to  Sullivan 
Nutrition  as  a  subsidy  to  the  Senior  Center  for  "Meals  on  Wheels," 
etc.  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this 
purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(O)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  FOUR 
THOUSAND  ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($4,100.00)  for  test  borings, 
building  and  sewer  at  the  Route  10  landfill  site  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(P)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  FOUR 
THOUSAND  DOLLARS  ($4,000.00)  for  the  construction  of  lavatories 
and  allied  facilities  on  the  second  floor  (Opera  House  Level)  of  the 
Newport  Opera  House,  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount 
required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (By 
petition.)  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(Q)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  accept  the  sum 
of  ONE  HUNDRED  THIRTY-NINE  THOUSAND  SIX  HUNDRED 
DOLLARS  ($139,600.00)  from  the  Federal  government  to  be  expended 
only  for  a  Community  Development  project  of  Home  Rehabilitation 
Loan  Program.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(R)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  accept  the  sum 
of  FORTY-TWO  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($42,500.00) 
from  the  Federal  government  to  be  expended  only  for  a  Community 
Development  project  for  a  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  Town  of 
Newport.  (Without  recommendation  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

(S)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
THIRTY-FOUR  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($3,400.00)  for  risers  for  use  in 
the  Town  Hall  and  other  public  functions;  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
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Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  continue  to  authorize  the 
New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission  to  sponsor  a  project  under 
Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  for  any  of  the 
following  accommodations  for  a  combination  thereof:  (A)  existing 
standard  housing;  (b)  rehabilitated  housing;  (c)  newly  constructed 
housing;  the  total  amount  not  to  exceed  60  dwelling  units. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  locate  the  new  skating  warmup  hut  on  the  Common  on  a 
permanent  basis. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  locate  a  permanent  Christmas  tree  on  the  Common. 

ARTICLE  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men under  the  provisions  of  RSA  53-C  to  become  the  "Franchising 
Authority"  for  the  regulation  of  cable  television  systems. 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
entitled  ordinance:  "Prohibiting  Unnecessary  Noises  Through  the  Use 
of  Sound  Trucks  and  Sound  Amplifying  Equipment." 
THE  TOWN  OF  NEWPORT  ORDAINS: 

Section  1.  Declaration  of  Policy.  It  is  found  and  declared  that:  (A) 
The  making  and  creation  of  loud,  unnecessary  or  unusual  noises  within 
the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Newport  is  a  condition  which  has  existed  for 
some  time  and  the  extent  and  volume  of  such  noises  is  increasing:  (B) 
The  making,  creation  or  maintenance  of  such  loud,  unnecessary, 
unnatural  or  unusual  noises  which  are  prolonged,  unusual  or  unnatural 
in  their  time,  place  and  use  affect  and  are  a  detriment  to  public  health, 
comfort,  convenience,  safety,  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Newport,  and;  (C)  The  necessity  in  the  public  interest  for 
the  provisions  and  prohibitions  hereinafter  contained  and  enacted,  is 
declared  as  a  matter  of  legislative  determination  and  public  policy,  and 
it  is  further  declared  that  the  provisions  and  prohibitions  hereinafter 
contained  and  enacted  are  in  pursuance  of  and  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  and  promoting  the  public  health,  comfort,  convenience,  safety, 
welfare  and  prosperity  and  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  Town  of  Newport 
and  its  inhabitants. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  (A)  "Person."  The  word  "person"  as  used 
herein  shall  include  the  singular  and  the  plural  and  shall  also  mean  and 
include  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  club,  partnership, 
society  or  any  other  form  of  association  or  organization.  (B)  "Sound 
Truck."  The  words  "sound  truck"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  any  motor 
vehicle,  or  horse-drawn  vehicle,  having  mounted  thereon,  or  attached 
thereto,  any  sound  amplifying  equipment.  (C)  "Sound  Amplifying 
Equipment."  The  words  "sound  amplifying  equipment"  as  used  herein 
shall  mean  any  machine  or  device  for  the  amplification  of  the  human 
voice,  music  or  any  other  sound.  "Sound  amplifying  equipment"  as 
used  herein  shall  not  be  construed  as  including  standard  automobile 
radios  when  used  and  heard  only  by  occupants  of  the  vehicle  in  which 
installed  or  warning  devices  on  authorized  emergency  vehicles  or  horns 
or  other  warning  devices  on  other  vehicles  used  only  for  traffic  safety 
purposes. 

Section  3.  Commercial  and  Non-Commercial  Use  of  Sound  Trucks. 
(a)  Registration  and  License.  No  person  shall  use,  or  cause  to  be  used  a 
sound  truck  with  its  sound-amplifying  equipment  in  operation,  for  com- 
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mercial  or  non-commercial  purposes  in  the  Town  of  Newport,  before 
filing  a  registration  statement  with  the  Police  Department  in  writing 
and  procuring  a  license  for  such  use  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
registration  statement  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  and  shall  state  the 
following: 

1.  Name  and  home  address  of  the  applicant. 

2.  Address  of  place  of  business  of  applicant. 

3.  License  number  and  motor  number  of  the  sound  truck  to  be 
used  by  applicant. 

4.  Name  and  address  of  person  who  owns  the  sound  truck. 

5.  Name  and  address  of  person  having  direct  charge  of  the  sound 
truck. 

6.  Names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  who  will  use  or  operate 
the  sound  truck. 

7.  The  purpose  for  which  the  sound  truck  will  be  used. 

8.  A  general  statement  as  to  the  section  or  sections  of  the  city  in 
which  the  sound  truck  will  be  used. 

9.  The  proposed  hours  of  operation  of  the  sound  truck. 

10.  The  number  of  days  of  proposed  operation  of  the  sound  truck. 

11.  A  general  description  of  the  sound  amplifying  equipment 
which  is  to  be  used. 

12.  The  maximum  sound  producing  power  of  the  sound  amplifying 
equipment  to  be  used  in  or  on  the  sound  truck  and  a  statement  of  the 
following: 

a.  The  wattage  to  be  used. 

b.  The    volume    in    decibels    of    the    sound    which    will    be 
produced. 

c.  The  approximate  maximum  distance  for  which  sound  will  be 
thrown  from  the  sound  truck. 

(B)  Regulation  Governing  License.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  issue  a 
license  to  the  applicant,  to  which  a  copy  of  the  registration  statement 
shall  be  attached,  if  the  proposed  use  of  the  sound  truck  as  shown  by 
the  registration  statement  conforms  with  the  following  regulations, 
which  shall  govern  the  issuance  of  the  license  and  shall  be  printed 
thereon: 

1.  The  only  sounds  permitted  are  music  or  human  speech. 

2.  Operations  are  permitted  for  four  (4)  hours  each  day,  except  on 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays  when  no  operations  shall  be  authorized 
except  on  special  permit  to  be  issued  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
permitted  four  (4)  hours  of  operation  shall  be  between  the  hours  of 
11:30  a.m.  and  1:30  p.m.  and  between  the  hours  of  4:30  p.m.  and  6:30 
p.m. 

3.  Sound  amplifying  equipment  shall  not  be  operated  unless  the 
sound  truck  upon  which  sound  equipment  is  mounted  is  operated  at  a 
speed  of  at  least  ten  (10)  miles  per  hour  except  when  said  truck  is 
stopped  or  impeded  by  traffic.  Where  stopped  by  traffic,  the  said  sound 
amplifying  equipment  shall  not  be  operated  for  longer  than  one  minute 
at  each  such  stop. 

4.  Sound  shall  not  be  issued  within  one  hundred  (100)  yards  of 
hospitals,  schools,  churches  or  courthouses. 

5.  The  human  speech  and  music  amplified  shall  not  be  profane, 
lewd,  indecent  or  slanderous. 

6.  The  volume  of  sound  shall  be  controlled  as  that  it  will  not  be 
audible  for  a  distance  in  excess  of  one  hundred  (100)  yards  from  the 
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sound  truck  and  so  that  said  volume  is  not  unreasonably  loud,  raucous, 
jarring,  disturbing,  or  a  nuisance  to  persons  within  the  area  of 
audibility. 

7.  No   sound   amplifying   equipment   shall   be   operated   with    an 
excess  of  15  watts  of  power  in  the  last  stage  of  amplification. 

Upon  application  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  permission  to  operate  a 
sound  truck  on  Sundays  or  legal  holidays  and/or  during  hours  other 
than  those  specified  under  paragraph  2,  of  the  above  regulations,  for 
other  than  commercial  advertising  purposes,  a  special  permit,  to 
operate  sound  trucks  may  be  issued  upon  such  conditions  as  will  insure 
against  interference  with  religious  services  or  civic  observances  and  the 
general  tranquility  of  the  community.  Special  permission  to  operate  a 
sound  truck  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  noted  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  upon  the  license  to  operate.  (C)  Possession  and  Display  of 
License.  A  licensee  shall  keep  such  license  in  his  possession  in  the 
sound  truck  during  the  time  the  sound  truck's  sound  amplifying 
equipment  is  in  operation.  The  license  shall  be  promptly  displayed  and 
shown  to  any  policeman  of  the  Town  of  Newport  upon  request. 

Section  4.  Commercial  and  Non-Commercial  Use  of  Sound  Ampli- 
fying Equipment  Other  Than  In  Sound  Trucks  Prohibited.  No  person 
shall  play,  use,  operate  or  permit  to  be  played,  used  or  operated,  any 
radio  or  television  receiving  set,  phonograph,  loud  speaker,  or  sound 
amplifying  equipment  for  producing  or  reproducing  sound,  the  sound  of 
which  is  cast  upon  the  public  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  commercial 
advertising,  attracting  the  attention  of  the  public  to  any  building, 
structure  or  place,  or  entertainment  without  applying  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  as  prescribed  for  sound  trucks  in  Section  3. 

Section  5.  Exclusions.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  or  be  deemed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  mobile  or  stationary  sound 
trucks  or  sound  amplifying  equipment  used  in  connection  with  any 
parade,  procession  or  open-air  public  meeting,  for  the  conduct  of  which 
a  license  is  held. 

Section  6.  Fees.  No  fee  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  license 
hereunder. 

Section  7.  Penalty.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fmed  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars. 

Section  8.  Takes  Effect.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  Historic 
District  Commission.  (By  petition.) 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  or  lease  the  Reed  House  and  land,  with  covenants  as 
required  by  the  Federal  and  State  Historical  Agencies. 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  parking 
meter  ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  Six  (6)  to  read  as  follows:  Whenever  any  vehicle 
shall  be  parked  next  to  a  parking  meter  on  any  day  when  parking 
regulations  as  provided  for  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  in 
effect,  the  owner  or  operator  of  said  vehicle  shall  park  within  the  area 
designated  by  the  curb  and  street  parking  lines  as  indicated  for  parallel 
or  diagonal  parking,  and  upon  entering  said  parking  space  shall 
immediately  deposit  in  said  parking  meter  and  put  the  same  in 
operation    either   five    cent    or   ten    cent    coins   of  the    United    States, 
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depending  upon  the  length  of  time  such  vehicle  shall  be  parked.  A  five 
cent  coin  will  permit  the  vehicle  a  period  of  fifteen  minutes,  a  ten  cent 
coin  will  permit  the  vehicle  to  be  parked  for  a  period  of  one  hour,  and 
two  ten  cent  coins  for  a  period  of  two  hours  in  locations  where  two-hour 
parking  is  authorized. 

An  owner  or  operator  of  a  vehicle  may  use  the  unexpired  time 
remaining  on  a  meter  after  its  previous  use  without  depositing  a  coin 
therein. 

If  a  vehicle  shall  remain  parked  in  any  parking  space  for  longer 
than  the  time  prescribed  by  the  ordinance  and  for  such  length  of  time 
that  the  parking  meter  shall  display  a  signal  indicating  illegal  parking, 
then  in  the  event  such  vehicle  shall  be  considered  as  parked  overtime. 

Amend  Section  Fourteen  (14)  to  read  as  follows:  Each  such  owner 
or  operator  of  a  vehicle  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
which  governs  and  regulates  stopping,  standing  and  parking  of 
vehicles,  may,  within  seventy-two  hours  of  the  time  when  such  notice  of 
violations  was  attached  to  such  vehicle,  pay  to  the  police  officer  in 
charge  and  on  duty  at  Police  Headquarters  as  a  penalty  for  and  in  full 
satisfaction  of  such  violation,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  first  such 
violation,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  second  such  violation  and  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  the  third  such  violation  upon  the  execution  of  a 
statement  signed  by  such  offender  which  admits  such  violation  and  by 
waiving  the  issuing  of  any  process  or  hearing  as  may  be  required  by 
law.  For  all  subsequent  violations  the  penalty  shall  be  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Amend  Section  Fifteen  (15)  to  read  as  follows:  Any  firm,  person  or 
corporation,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
regulating  standing,  stopping  or  parking  and  who  shall  fail  to  report 
within  seventy-two  hours  and  pay  the  penalty  prescribed  by  Section  14, 
thereof,  or  shall  violate  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  or  a  warrant  for  arrest  will  be  issued 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
regulating  standing,  stopping  or  parking,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  or  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20.00). 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  whether  the  Town  shall  condemn  and 
purchase  the  Edes  lot,  so  called,  being  2  parcels  adjoining  on  the 
corner  of  North  Main  Street  and  Flelknap  Avenue  which  were  purchased 
during  the  last  12  months  by  Sandell  Development  Corporation,  which 
said  lots  shall  be  dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  public  playground  and 
public  parking  and  other  public  improvements,  the  funds  to  purchase 
which  said  parcels  to  come  from  such  sources  as  the  selectmen  in  their 
discretion  deemed  best.  (By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  27:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.  (Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
ballots  at  9:30  a.m.  and  shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  p.m.)

1977  Annual  Report 

Town  Manager    James  Hannigan,  Selectmen,  Town  of  Newport, 
Citizens  of  Newport: 

On  May  1st,  1977,  the  Newport  Police  Dept.  quietly  went  through 
the  transition  of  Chiefs  of  Police.  Chief  Norman  Lacroix  retired  with  23 
years  of  service  and  Floyd  S.  Potter  Jr.  was  appointed  as  Chief  of 
Police. 

The  Juvenile  Program  was  discontinued  through  the  vote  of  the 
townspeople  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

Since  the  change  of  administration,  some  changes  incurred  within 
the  Police  Dept. 

1 .  The  department  is  now  using  standard  State  of  New  Hampshire 
uniformed  crime  reporting  forms  for  reports.  This  was  enacted  as  the 
old  forms  were  used  up. 

2.  More  training  was  required  and  all  personnel,  both  full  time 
and  special  officers,  were  required  to  have  firearms,  and  barricade 
training. 

3.  A  special  Reaction  Team  was  formed,  consisting  of  three 
officers,  which  received  training  from  the  U.S.  Army  in  Hanover.  The 
team,  consisting  of  Officers  Robert  Baker,  Evans  Juris  and  Robert  Bal- 
lon, trained  and  worked  with  the  Claremont  Police  Team.  The  purpose 
of  the  team  is  to  respond  to  threat  situations  in  a  manner  so  as  to 
minimize  the  danger  to  innocent  people. 

4.  An  emergency  Police  Assistance  agreement  compact  was 
entered  with  Claremont,  N.H.,  and  approved  at  a  Newport  Special 
Town  Meeting,  on  July  21,  1977.  This  agreement  guarantees  assistance 
to  either  community  under  emergency  conditions. 

5.  A  report  was  requested  by  Town  Manager  James  Hannigan 
from  the  Police  Dept.  in  reference  to  the  juvenile  problems.  This 
report,  resulting  from  researching  the  resources  of  the  area,  and  a 
written  report  recommending  the  resources  join  together  and  hopefully 
give  Newport  guidelines  to  help  meet  the  problems  of  youth  in  our 
community. 

6.  A  complete  book  of  police  rules  and  regulations  was  written 
and  issued  to  all  Newport  Police  personnel  so  they  could  be  informed  of 
their  responsibilities. 

7.  The  schedule  of  work  hours  was  reviewed  and  changed.  The 
new  schedule  will  take  effect  in  January  of  1978.  The  new  schedule  will 
give  better  coverage  with  better  supervision. 

Mrs.  Jerri  Sue  Bruno  left  the  staff  of  dispatchers  and  eventually 
was  replaced  with  Mrs.  Terri  Stone,  a  former  dispatcher  for  the 
Newport  Police. 

The  first  goal  of  the  Newport  Police  Dept.  is  to  "service  the 
community,"  and  we  look  forward  to  another  year  of  doing  so. 

On  behalf  of  the  Newport  Police  personnel,  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  Federal  employees,  state  employees,  county  employees, 
town  employees  and  the  citizens  of  Newport  for  their  fine  cooperation.

Six  hundred  bags  of  calcium  chloride  was  spread  on  roads  this 
year. 

There  were  408  tons  of  cold  patch  used  repairing  shoulders  and 
holes  in  the  roads. 

There  were  1,080  tons  of  salt  used  and  2,340  yards  of  sand  was 
stockpiled  for  the  winter. 

The  department  installed  1,680  feet  of  culvert  pipe  with  400  feet 
used  on  Beech  St. 

We  planked  the  bridge  on  the  Sandhill  Rd.  with  steel  and  new 
planks. 

Under  TRA,  funds  were  used  on  the  Page  Hill  Rd.  This  is  for  a 
period  of  two  years. 

Farmers'  mix  was  used  on  Spring  St.,  Pine  St.,  Country  Club 
Drive,  Whitcher  Rd.  and  Karlene  St.  Oil  was  also  used  on  these 
streets. 

Hot  top  was  used  on  paving  the  following  streets:  Laurel  St.,  West 
St.,  Columbus  Circle,  Grove  St.,  Linden  Ave.,  Hatch  Ave.,  Prospect 
St.,  Central  St.  and  Walnut  St. 

There  were  2,350  yards  of  gravel  used  on  other  roads.

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NEWPORT  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Dept.  responded  to  406  calls  in  1977,  this  is  one  call  less 
than  last  year.  Also  this  is  only  for  11  months.  December  will  be  on  this 
year's  records.  Included  in  the  total  were  11  bell  alarms,  113  telephone 
calls,  eight  false  alarms,  eight  out  of  town,  five  extra  duty  and  261  calls 
for  inspections,  etc. 

This  year  28  men  went  to  fire  schools,  plus  the  one  which  was  run 
by  our  own  department.  This  made  a  total  of  2,867  hours  of  training  for 
the  men  of  the  department. 

The  department  purchased  three  new  hand  radios  plus  500  feet  of 
2^/2"  hose. 

The  department  was  given  money  for  the  purchase  of  an  Air 
Cascade  to  fill  our  air  bottles  at  the  scene  of  the  fire.  This  money  was 
given  by  Roymal  Coating  &  Chemical  Co.  Inc.  We  wish  to  thank  Mr. 
Roy  Malool  for  his  generous  gift  to  the  department. 

On  behalf  of  the  Fire  Dept.  personnel,  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  town  departments  and  to  the  citizens  of  Newport  for 
their  fine  cooperation  in  keeping  our  fire  losses  low.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/ city 
responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  director.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in 
each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of 
outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance 
of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for 
suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression 
costs  in  excess  of  %  of  1  percent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town 
are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps 
coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local 
forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment  and  supplies  for  suppression 
and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage 
losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1977 

The  hydrant  program  that  began  four  years  ago,  in  an  effort  to 
upgrade  our  hydrant  system,  continued  in  1977.  Ten  new  hydrants  were 
purchased.  These  will  be  used  to  give  better  fire  protection  to  the  areas 
of  town  lacking  such  protection  and  to  replace  old  outdated  hydrants. 
In  1977,  the  N.H.  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission 
began  enforcement  of  the  Safe  Water  Drinking  Act.  This,  in  simple 
terms,  means  that  Newport  must  have  full  treatment  for  Oilman  Pond, 
or  abandon  it  as  a  water  supply.  Newport  has  been  placed  in  the 
highest  priority  for  compliance  and  is  expected  to  do  so  within  five 
years.  We  do  have  alternatives  to  Oilman  Pond,  among  them  are 
ground  water  supplies.  By  May  1978,  we  should  be  well  down  the  road 
towards  development  of  these  wells. 

The  residents  of  Woodland  Ave.  are  now  being  served  by  a  new 
six-inch  ductile-iron  water  main.  I  want  to  thank  those  people  for  their 
cooperation  and  understanding  during  the  difficult  construction  period. 
The  lack  of  snow  cover  and  excessive  cold  of  last  January  and 
February  pushed  the  frost  six  to  seven  feet  down.  This  caused  an  inor- 
dinate number  of  freeze-ups.  More  than  40  individual  homes  were 
affected.  At  times,  whole  sections  of  the  community  were  without 
water. 

It  was  well  into  the  spring  before  we  had  corrected  all  of  the 
damage  done  by  the  frost.  This  put  us  about  five  weeks  behind 
schedule.  Some  1977  projects  had  to  be  left  uncompleted  and 
rescheduled  for  1978.

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SEWER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1977 

Both  the  municipal  water  pollution  control  facility,  Putnam  Rd., 
and  the  sewerage  stabilization  lagoons  in  Guild  were  inspected  by  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency.  Written  comments  have  not  been 
received  on  these  inspections,  but  oral  remarks  indicate  that  both 
plants  have  been  operated  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  accepted 
standards.  The  N.H.  Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission 
also  inspected  the  plants  monthly. 

In  May,  the  Town  of  Newport  was  presented  with  a  national  EPA 
award  for  the  best  operated  and  maintained  treatment  plant  in  New 
England.  Ours  was  only  the  second  plant  in  New  Hampshire  to  be  so 
honored.  The  men  at  our  treatment  plant,  Bill  Royce,  chief  operator, 
and  Dick  Kingston,  assistant  operator,  are  to  be  commended  on  their 
effort  in  gaining  this  award  for  the  town. 

It  is  also  my  pleasure  to  state  that  Mr.  Royce  during  the  last  year 
held  the  post  of  first  vice-president  of  the  N.H.  Water  Pollution  Oper- 
ators Assn.  I'm  sure  that  as  president  of  that  association  during  the 
coming  year,  he  will  continue  to  press  for  those  things  that  are  basic  to 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  New  Hampshire  treatment  plants. 

In  June,  the  entire  science  classes  of  the  Newport  Junior  High 
School  visited  the  Putnam  Rd.  plant.  The  special  education  class  from 
the  Towle  Elementary  School  also  toured  the  facilities.  We  enjoy  these 
visits.  It  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  explain  the  function  of  sewage 
treatment.  I  only  wish  that  more  adults  would  take  the  time  to  go 
through  the  plant.  It  really  is  an  interesting  and  educational  experience. 

As  the  plant  grows  older,  maintenance  is  becoming  more  and  more 
a  problem.  It  is  nearly  eight  years  old  now.  Some  of  the  equipment 
must  run  24  hours  a  day,  365  days  a  year.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  this 
equipment  will  begin  to  malfunction  more  frequently. 

Finally,  engineering  design  work  on  the  proposed  upgrading  of 
the  sewage  treatment  facilities,  is  moving  along  quite  well.  I  expect 
bids  for  construction  to  be  let  out  sometime  in  early  1979.

COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  REPORT 

1977 

Since  the  inception  of  several  grants  in  1975  from  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation 
and  the  Office  of  Historic  Preservation,  Newport  has  made  great  strides 
in  rejuvenating  the  downtown  area. 

The  Courthouse  Park  Project  which  demolished  seven  dilapidated 
buildings  and  relandscaped  the  area  with  beautiful  trees,  shrubs,  stone 
walls,  patios  and  walkways  as  well  as  much  needed  off-street  parking  is 
95%  completed.  The  landscaping  was  done  by  an  eight-man  CETA 
crew  provided  by  the  Southwest  Employment  Training  Program.  All 
that  remains  is  for  the  town  to  pave  the  drives  and  parking  areas  and 
for  the  CETA  personnel  to  finish  the  landscaping  once  the  Reed  and 
Nettleton  Houses  are  restored. 

The  Issac  Reed  House,  next  to  the  Police  Station,  and  the  Joel 
Nettleton  House  on  Central  St.  were  removed  from  the  demolition  part 
of  the  project  when  the  National  Register  determined  they  were  of 
historic  value  to  the  community.  They  will  be  in  the  renovation  process 
shortly  with  one-half  of  the  matching  funds  provided  by  Historic  Pres- 
ervation and  the  other  half  provided  by  the  Southwest  Employment 
Training  Program.  The  buildings  once  restored  will  be  used  for 
municipal  and  county  office  space. 

The  upstairs  Grange  Room  in  the  Court  House  is  also  being 
restored  to  its  historic  motif  by  the  CETA  employees.  This  includes 
much  stripping  and  cleanup  work,  installing  a  heating  system,  up- 
grading the  fixtures,  repairing  doors,  windows  and  woodwork  and 
repainting  and  refinishing  the  entire  room.  The  area  will  be  used  to 
expand  the  historic  museum  and  to  display  the  unique  construction  of 
this  fine  historic  monument. 

The  properties  in  the  Riverside  Project  are  all  either  owned  by  the 
town  or  in  the  final  acquisition  stages  at  this  time.  Once  again  the 
CETA  employees  are  providing  the  manpower  to  carry  out  the  demo- 
lition of  the  seven  buildings.  This  should  be  completed  by  late  spring 
when  we  will  commence  terracing  the  side  of  the  hill  and  landscaping 
along  the  beautiful  Sugar  River. 

Even  though  the  town  voted  at  Town  Meeting  not  to  accept  the 
$300,000  grant  HUD  had  approved,  this  past  year  has  been  busy  and 
productive  for  the  Community  Development  Dept.  We  have  been 
working  hard  to  find  and  get  funded  projects  that  all  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Newport  will  benefit  from  for  years  to  come,  while  staying 
within  the  budgets  and  at  minimal  expense  to  the  taxpayers.

1977  Annual  Report 

What  is  the  Newport  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept.? 

The  Newport  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept.  is  a  community  service 
agency  providing  wholesome,  meaningful  recreational  activities  to 
Newport  citizens  of  all  ages.  The  concept  of  "recreation"  infers  a  great 
deal  more  than  "sports  for  kids."  Recreation  must  deal  with  the 
concept  of  providing  those  programs,  activities  and  special  events 
which  cater  to  the  individual  as  well  as  the  group,  instill  good  positive 
feelings  about  oneself,  promote  sportsmanship,  encourage  an 
atmosphere  of  health,  fun  and  enjoyment  through  activities  that  foster 
interpersonal  cooperation  and  community  spirit,  and,  especially, 
provide  a  well-balanced  variety  of  sports,  cultural  activities  and  special 
events  for  all  age  groups  within  the  community.  The  Recreation  and 
Parks  Dept.  has  tried  very  hard  to  meet  these  important  community 
needs. 

In  1977  Newport  budgeted  a  little  over  $6  per  capita  for  the  Dept. 
of  Recreation  and  Parks.  The  $6  investment  provided  for  the  planning, 
development  and  coordination  of  well  over  80  organized  programs  and 
special  events  for  hundreds  of  Newporters  ranging  in  age  from  pre- 
schoolers to  "golden  agers."  The  same  $6  also  provided  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Newport  Community  Center,  seven 
tennis  courts,  four  basketball  courts,  the  Town  Common,  the  Guild 
greens,  two  ice  skating  facilities  and  over  12  acres  of  parks,  athletic 
fields  (3)  and  playground  area.  In  addition,  the  same  $6  paid  the  sal- 
aries of  three  full-time  employees  in  the  form  of  a  director,  assistant 
director  and  maintenance  man  and  five  part-time  seasonal  employees. 

1977  IN  REVIEW 
Growth  of  Programs 

1977  proved  to  be  a  growing  year  in  many  ways  for  the  Recreation 
and  Parks  Dept.  Programs  were  expanded,  an  assistant  director  was 
hired  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting,  and  the  long-awaited  facilities 
of  Phase  II  of  the  Athletic  Recreation  Complex  were  completed.  One 
example  of  the  continuing  increase  in  interest  in  department  programs 
is  exhibited  by  the  tremendous  jump  in  the  size  of  the  men's  and 
women's  volleyball  programs.  In  just  one  year  the  men's  program  has 
swelled  from  six  teams  to  11  teams  with  over  130  participating.  The 
women's  program  through  coordination  of  the  Women's  Activities 
Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept.,  has 
increased  from  three  to  six  volleyball  teams  with  over  60  women  par- 
ticipating. In  addition  to  volleyball,  the  Women's  Activities  Council  also 
coordinates  softball  and  basketball  programs.  1978  plans  include  offer- 
ing a  wider  variety  of  programs  for  women  including  "Fun  Runs"  in 
the  spring,  summer  tennis  and  cross-country  skiing  next  winter.  Special 
events  are  always  popular  and  1977  proved  to  be  a  year  of  successful 
special  events  for  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept.  The  most  successful 
event  of  all  was  without  a  doubt  the  "Almost  Anything  Goes  on  the 
Sugar  River  Raft  Race"  cosponsored  by  WCNL  radio.  This  event  in- 
volved over  170  participants  and  roughly  1,500  spectators  in  a  wild  race 
down  river  that  fostered  more  community  spirit  and  adventure  than 
anything  the  recreation  department  has  sponsored  to  date.  Other 
successful  ventures  included  "Blood  Manor"  (the  haunted  house 
production),    also    cosponsored    by    WCNL    radio,    the    first    annual 
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marathon,  trips  to  see  the  Boston  Celtics  and  the  Ice  Follies,  and  the 
"Racquet  Riot"  Tennis  Tournament.  Of  course,  these  events  could  not 
have  been  successful  without  the  help  of  many  volunteers  and  to  these 
wonderful  people,  who  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  I  offer  my  sincere 
and  heartfelt  thanks  for  all  you  have  done.  And  while  expressions  of 
gratitude  are  being  extended,  I  would  be  remiss  in  not  mentioning  the 
wonderful  gesture  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Richard  Wentzell  and  all  those 
who  donated  their  time  and  effort  in  constructing  the  new  warming  hut 
on  the  Town  Common  ice  rink.  This  was  truly  a  lovely  and  lasting  gift 
to  Newport. 
Growth  of  Facilities 

In  addition  to  the  new  warming  hut,  1977  marked  the  completion  of 
Phase  II  of  the  Athletic  Recreation  Complex.  This  included  six  tennis 
courts,  three  basketball  courts,  one  30-meter  ski  jump  and  an  ice 
hockey  rink  with  lighting  and  a  field  hockey/ soccer  field.  It  is 
significant  to  note  that  the  money  for  the  ice  hockey  rink  was  donated 
by  the  Newport  Jaycees  Club  and  that  the  ski  jump  was  funded  by  the 
Newport  Nordic  Club.  Both  organizations  deserve  a  great  deal  of  praise 
for  the  outstanding  efforts  on  behalf  of  this  community.  Indeed, 
Newport  now  possesses  outdoor  recreation  facilities  of  which  the  entire 
community  should  be  proud. 
Future  Plans 

The  Newport  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept.  will  continue  to  grow  and 
work  hard  to  serve  the  recreational  interests  and  demands  of  this  com- 
munity. This  year  at  Town  Meeting  1978  Newport  citizens  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  vote  to  develop  additional  facilities  which  are  desperately 
needed  in  the  form  of  a  baseball  field,  two  softball  fields,  irrigation  for 
these  fields,  dugouts,  fencing  and  parking.  The  local  appropriations  will 
be  matched  by  Federal  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  dollars  in  the 
amount  of  50%.  This  will  complete  the  next  phase  of  the  Athletic  Rec- 
reation Complex  (Phase  III).  At  the  present  time,  there  are  far  too 
many  athletic  teams  using  the  existing  baseball  field.  Expansion  of  the 
town's  athletic  fields  will  provide  more  opportunity  for  increased  com- 
munity participation  in  baseball,  softball  and  other  programs  for  all 
ages.  Also  in  the  fold  for  the  upcoming  year  is  an  increase  in  program 
offerings  for  all  age  groups,  but  in  particular,  girls  and  women's 
activities,  teen  programs  and  family-oriented  programs.  Greater  em- 
phasis will  be  placed  on  outdoor  activities,  as  well. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  tasks  of  expanding  our  facilities  and 
programs,  we  must  have  the  continued  support  of  the  community 
behind  our  efforts.  New  facilities  can  now  be  built  at  tremendous 
savings  (as  much  as  50%)  with  the  help  of  Federal  dollars  but  these 
new  facilities  must  be  properly  maintained  and  this  costs  money.  The 
choice  is  up  to  you,  the  citizens  of  Newport.  The  Recreation  and  Parks 
Dept.  will  continue  to  do  its  utmost  in  providing  the  community  with 
quality  recreation  programs  and  facilities  of  which  the  townspeople  can 
be  proud.

NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Newport  Ambulance  Service  answered  477  calls  during  1977. 
The  ambulance  service,  the  vehicles  and  the  crew  members  are  all 
licensed  with  the  state  and  meet  all  regulations.  The  members  are 
licensed  "Emergency  Medical  Technicians,"  and  Advanced  Red  Cross 
members. 

Coverage  to  the  area  towns  has  continued  this  year.  Each  town 
that  we  have  covered  with  service  has  helped  to  support  the  ambulance 
service  with  tax  assistance  based  on  population  at  $2.00  per  head.  The 
ambulance  service  hopes  to  continue  service  to  all  communities  in  our 
area  again  in  1978. 

The  ambulance  service  has  also  responded  to  all  major  fires,  in  all 
communities.  This  is  added  protection  of  life  and  limb  to  all  concerned. 

The  Newport  Police  Dept.  has  continued  to  serve  as  our  dispatcher 
and  has  proven  very  valuable  to  our  service  and  response  time.  Our 
telephone  number  for  emergencies  is  863-2355.

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NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 
Annual  Report  for  1977 

Your  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency  has  been  very  busy  this 
year,  making  a  total  of  900  more  visits  than  1976  and  adding  six  new 
services  or  programs  to  our  many  functions.  Services  offered  to 
residents  of  Newport  include:  skilled  nursing  services  such  as  dressing 
changes,  injections  ordered  by  a  doctor,  rehabilitation  services  such  as 
physical  therapy,  preventive  services  such  as  health  promotion  and 
maternal-child  health  programs  (including  immunization,  dental  and 
well-child  clinics). 

During  the  past  year  we  have  established  a  weekly  Discharge 
Planning  Program  with  the  four  hospitals  serving  the  area  and  are  now 
able  to  assist  families  with  early  discharges.  We  have  also  added  the 
Federal  WIC  (Women,  Infants,  Children)  food  supplement  program,  a 
Senior  Hypertension  Screening  Program  held  monthly  in  Newport, 
Home  Health  Aides  services  and  general  health  guidance  to  all  persons 
regardless  of  age  who  need  the  service.

With  our  increased  services,  we  have  been  keeping  statistics  which 
indicate  each  participating  town  is  receiving  visits  in  relative  proportion 
to  its  population  size.  You  may  note  that  despite  the  overall  budget 
increase,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  same  per  capita  request 
for  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  and  that  town  appropriations  have 
dropped  from  33%  of  last  year's  budget  to  approximately  20%  of  this 
year's  budget  request. 

We  now  have  the  equivalent  of  3.4  full-time  staff  nurses,  and 
participate  in  the  Dartmouth  Medical  School  Program  which  provides 
the  staff  with  the  latest  medical  information. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  active  participation  of  community 
residents  on  our  Boards  of  Trustees,  and  the  increased  referrals  from 
residents  concerned  for  their  neighbors'  welfare.  We  appreciate  this 
community  involvement  and  welcome  your  continued  support  for  the 
agency.

In  addition  to  the  $20,813.11  gain,  the  Newport  Hospital  eliminated 
$17,612.88  of  losses  from  the  1974  Expansion  Program  and  reduced  its 
outstanding  loans  from  $24,000.00  to  $10,000.00. 

Financially,  the  hospital  is  more  solvent  than  it  has  been  in  the  last 
10  years.  The  quality  of  care  provided  by  the  medical  staff  and  hospital 
employees  continues  to  surpass  that  which  is  commonly  found  in  small 
rural  hospitals. 

In  1974  the  Newport  Hospital  Board  of  Trustees  requested  a  town 
tax  appropriation  of  $25,000.00,  with  a  promise  to  work  toward  an 
annual  reduction.  This  promise  has  been  kept  and  the  appropriation 
request  for  1977  is  down  to  $13,000.00. 

From  the  aforementioned  statistics  and  from  questionnaires  com- 
pleted by  patients,  it  is  obvious  the  credibility  of  the  Newport  Hospital 
continues  to  rise  in  the  public  eye.

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RICHARDS  LIBRARY 
LIBRARIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1977 

1977  could  well  be  called  the  "Year  of  the  Building"  for  the 
Richards  Library.  Voters  at  the  March  Town  Meeting  approved  $20,397 
in  1977  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  be  appropriated  for  capital  improve- 
ments to  the  library.  Through  the  years,  upkeep  of  the  library  building 
has  been  a  growing  problem.  The  Board  of  Trustees  very  carefully  con- 
sidered the  possibilities  for  saving  on  the  high  costs  of  heat  and  main- 
tenance, and  they  proposed  the  installation  of  storm  windows, 
insulation  and  vinyl  siding  to  be  funded  by  Revenue  Sharing  monies. 

Through  the  summer  months,  the  capital  improvements  progressed 
as  painters  perched  on  ladders  to  paint  every  square  inch  of  white  on 
the  building,  insulators  filled  the  walls  with  cellulose-fiber  insulation, 
storm  window  experts  puzzled  over  how  to  cover  those  oversized  and 
oval  windows  and  the  siding  people  had  to  become  cutting  artists  to  fit 
every  piece  of  siding  around  the  intricate  trim  areas  and  the  oval 
fronts.  We  had  many  sidewalk  superintendents  as  the  outside  of  the 
building  gradually  received  a  new  face. 

On  the  afternoon  of  August  24th,  Roger  Tory  Peterson,  the  famous 
naturalist  and  ornithologist,  was  honored  at  a  reception  in  the  Library 
Arts  Center  prior  to  receiving  the  1977  Sarah  Josepha  Hale  Award  that 
evening.  When  Mr.  Peterson  arrived  at  the  library,  the  painters  were 
very  much  in  evidence,  a  workman  was  installing  storm  windows  and 
another  crew  was  erecting  a  large  tent  on  the  south  lawn  in  preparation 
for  the  two-day  Library  Festival  scheduled  for  the  following  day.  Before 
Mr.  Peterson  left  that  afternoon,  the  Newport  football  team  arrived  to 
load  three  pickups  with  the  many  boxes  of  donated  books  to  be  sold  at 
the  Festival.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  a  very  lively  afternoon  and  long  to 
'be  remembered  by  staff  members,  as  well  as  Mr.  Peterson. 

It  has  been  far  from  quiet  at  the  library  in  the  past  year.  In 
addition  to  the  outside  work  on  the  building,  a  donation  was  received 
from  Sturm,  Ruger  &  Co.,  Inc.  to  be  used  specifically  for  renovations  of 
the  library  office  and  workroom.  This  area  is  used  for  ordering  and 
processing  of  all  library  materials  added  to  the  collection.  The  donation 
made  possible  the  installation  of  long-needed  shelving  and  storage 
space,  plus  equipment  purchases  that  had  never  been  possible  in  the 
library  budget. 

With  outside  projects  now  completed,  the  Library  Board  hopes  in 
the  future  to  be  able  to  use  more  of  the  Rollins  Improvement  and 
Maintenance  Fund  for  upkeep  and  repairs  to  the  inside  of  the  library 
building. 

Regardless  of  the  building  priorities  and  constant  presence  of 
workmen,  library  activities  continued  full  force.  Circulation  of  books 
and  library  materials  was  up  7.5%  over  1976,  with  a  total  of  44,799 
books  and  other  materials  circulated.  The  most  successful  program  was 
the  summer  Haunted  House  Reading  Club  for  students  in  Grades  1 
through  6.  Fifty-six  registered  for  the  program,  reading  a  total  of  1,230 
books. 

Weekly  preschool  story-time  continued,  with  a  total  of  1,226  chil- 
dren (ages  3  to  5)  in  attendance  throughout  the  year.  Volunteers  who 
have  helped  with  story-time  are:  Nanette  Geertz,  Gail  Ford,  Betty 
Bickford,  Helen  Koehler  and  Marian  Berry. 

1977  was  a  banner  year  for  the  Friends  of  the  Richards  Library. 
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They  have  a  constant  awareness  of  the  many  library  needs,  and  thus 
began  the  year  with  a  special  campaign  to  raise  money  for  the  purchase 
of  a  30-volume  "Encyclopaedia  Britannica"  to  replace  the  1959  edition. 
$427.00  was  collected  in  donations,  and  the  Friends  contributed  from 
their  funds  to  reach  the  total  amount  of  $513.00  needed  to  purchase  the 
"Britannica."  In  addition,  they  also  authorized  the  purchase  of  a 
24- volume  "Illustrated  Encyclopedia  of  Art"  and  committed  the  annual 
$1,000.00  to  the  general  book  fund  from  their  membership  drive.  This 
amount  is  incorporated  into  the  library  budget  each  year. 

Proceeds  from  the  23rd  Annual  Library  Festival  and  the  Sarah 
Josepha  Hale  Award  were  used  to  help  cosponsor  Theatre  Resources 
for  Youth  Caravan  performances,  to  contribute  to  the  general  operating 
budget  of  the  Library  Arts  Center  and  to  purchase  a  stencil  duplicating 
machine  and  a  circular  exhibit  case  for  the  library. 

In  addition,  the  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  their  first  auction 
held  at  the  Newport  Opera  House.  Nearly  100  items  were  donated  by 
interested  individuals  and  area  businessmen.  Auction  profits  to  the 
library  were  deposited  in  a  savings  fund  for  the  future  purchase  of  new 
shelving  for  the  stack  area.  As  president  of  the  Friends,  Anne  Corbett 
provided  very  capable  leadership  and  enlisted  many  energetic  volun- 
teers to  help  with  the  various  projects.  We  salute  all  of  them  as  the 
most  outstanding  and  dedicated  Friends  of  the  Library  group  in  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire. 

Many  others  have  made  donations  and  given  volunteer  time. 
Special  acknowledgment  is  given  to  Ann  Gundersdorf  for  donating  the 
(wo  lovely  tubs  of  flowers  for  the  front  porch  this  past  summer;  to  O. 
G.  Davenport,  who  repaired  and  painted  the  outside  display  case;  to 
Stanley  Richardson  for  his  volunteer  help  with  the  planning  and  dec- 
orating for  the  office  renovation  project,  and  to  the  many  donors  of 
used  and  new  books,  which  are  added  to  the  library  collection  and  sold 
at  the  Library  Festival. 

Donations  were  received  to  purchase  memorial  books  in  memory  of 
the  following:  Barbara  Drown,  Burton  Paquette,  June  Schweitzer, 
Phyllis  Bond,  Dorothy  Churchill,  Bernard  Sweeney,  Gwendolyn  Roe, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emery  T.  Patten,  June  S.  Patten,  Mrs.  Scharley  P. 
Smith  and  Theresa  A.  Webster.  A  special  memorial  fund  was  begun  in 
December  for  C.  Wesley  Hallett.  Mr,  Hallett  was  a  former  library 
trustee  and  served  as  treasurer  for  many  years. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  name  all  of  those  who  have  contributed 
to  our  growth  and  success  throughout  the  year,  but  we  are  very  much 
aware  of  their  presence  and  appreciate  their  continued  support.  The 
major  financial  support  for  the  public  library  is  the  taxpayers'  money, 
which  keeps  our  doors  open,  pays  for  the  utilities,  the  salaries,  the 
insurance,  postage  and  supplies,  and  contributes  to  the  purchase  of 
new  books  and  library  materials.  But  it  is  also  our  good  fortune  to  have 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  volunteers,  the  concerned  individuals 
and  library  users  who  provide  the  "margin  of  excellence"  for  the 
Richards  Library. 

Recognition  is  given  to  the  library  Board  of  Trustees,  who  donate 
their  time  and  accept  the  many  responsibilities  involved  in  establishing 
the  policies,  preparing  our  budget  and  maintaining  the  building.  They 
are:  Alphonse  J.  Soucy,  Chairman  (who  is  completing  a  six-year  term);

ANNUAL  REPORT 

[Not  supported  by  local  taxes] 

January  and  February  were  planning  months  for  the  Library  Arts 
Center  and  the  new  director,  Audrey  V.  Sylvester.  The  spring  season 
opened  with  classes  in  beekeeping,  organic  gardening,  pottery,  drawing 
and  fly  tying,  and  an  exhibition  of  soft  sculpture,  "Soft  Images,"  by  six 
New  Hampshire  women.  A  capacity  crowd  of  children  and  adults 
enjoyed  the  Green  Mountain  Guild's  live  theater  clown  show,  "Every- 
body's Different." 

Traditions  were  maintained  in  the  gallery  with  the  "Second  Touch 
Me."  Sighted  and  blind  jurors  selected  work  and  awarded  prizes  for 
glass,  fiber,  clay,  metal  and  wood  sculptures  and  craft  objects  meant  to 
be  touched  by  "viewers."  Funded  in  part  by  the  N.H.  Commission  on 
the  Arts,  "Touch  Me"  traveled  to  the  N.H.  State  Prison,  Hospital  and 
Home  for  the  Elderly,  and  the  Laconia  State  School  through  the  Insti- 
tutional Division  of  the  State  Library  System,  to  the  New  Hampton 
School  and  to  a  N.H.  Alliance  for  Arts  Education  event,  "A  Very 
Special  Arts  Festival"  for  handicapped  children. 

Individual  artist  shows  included  "Prints"  by  Carol  Travers 
Lummus,  "Sculpture"  by  Grace  Bartlett,  "Images  of  Anna,"  drawings 
by  Sigmund  Abeles,  "Watercolors"  by  Lawrence  Goldsmith,  and 
"Temporality:  A  Compassionate  View,"  acrylic  paintings  by  Aidron 
Duckworth. 

Juried  by  R.  Alden  Burt,  Carl  Cochran  and  Peter  Maurer,  the  11th 
Annual  Area  Art  Exhibition,  celebrated  traditionally  during  Library 
Festival  Week,  included  126  works  of  art  by  over  40  area  artists.  The 
Arts  Center  thanks  the  volunteers  who  contributed  time  and  energy  to 
staff  craft  demonstrations,  gallery  and  poster  sale  table. 

Sponsored  cooperatively  with  the  newly  formed  N.H.  Woodwork- 
er's Guild,  innovations  to  gallery  programs  included  a  "Wool 
Works/ Wood  Works"  exhibit  of  contemporary  and  traditional  hand- 
made hooked  rugs  and  furniture  in  a  display  of  color,  design  and 
dimension.  A  classical  guitar  concert  by  Robert  H.  Lasher,  donated  by 
Ralph  and  Louise  Sleeper,  was  enjoyed  in  the  surroundings  of  brilliant 
handwoven  tapestries,  wall  hangings  and  clothing  during  the  N.H. 
Weaver's  Guild  Exhibition  and  Sale. 

American  quilts,  maple  sugaring,  tinware,  homemade  soap,  dolls, 
wood  and  leather  carving  from  and  by  area  residents  combined  with 
folk  traditions  from  Finland,  Poland,  Norway,  Burma  and  Pakistan  in  an 
unusual  display,  "Folk  Arts  in  the  Gallery."  Schoolchildren  from 
Towle,  Richards,  Croydon  Elementary  and  Newport  High  School 
humanities  classes  heard  Sara  Cleveland  recount  tales  and  songs  from 
her  own  family's  oral  tradition  reaching  into  history  200  years.  Mrs. 
Cleveland  is  recognized  internationally  as  a  traditional  American  folk 
singer. 

Congratulations  should  be  extended  to  the  214  artists  and  crafi:^ 
persons  who   hauled   and   lugged  their  work   in   all   weather  into   the 
gallery  from  over  50  New  Hampshire  towns  for  the  more  than  5,000 
visitors  to  gallery  events,  exhibits  and  classes. 

A  matching  $1,500  grant  from  the  N.H.  Commission  on  the  Arts 
was  awarded  to  the  Arts  Center  for  the  "Images  of  Newport,  1977, 
Special  Project."  In  the  heat  of  summer,   project  directors    John  M. 
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Carton,  Sharon  Christie  and  Chris  Brandt  guided,  prodded  and  hu- 
mored students  from  junior  high  to  middle  age  through  photographic, 
rug  hooking  and  improvisatory  theater  techniques  to  accompHsh  the 
goals  set  in  earlier  and  cooler  planning  months.  A  bound  portfolio  of 
Newport  photographs  was  presented  to  Anthony  Maiola  for  the  Town 

Hall. 

The  power  of  suggestion  and  much  hard  work  by  18  parents  and 

teachers  of  preschool  children  caused  the  walls  of  the  gallery  and  class- 
room to  vibrate  in  the  abundance  of  colorful,  imaginative,  abstract 
paintings,  wood  works,  sculpture  and  fiber  constructions  displayed  in 
the  "Preschool  Children's  Art  Exhibit."  The  "Selfish  Giant,"  a  Silver 
Penny  Puppet  Theater  play,  held  during  the  exhibit,  delighted  children 
of  all  ages.  Through  efforts  of  Barbara  E.  Rosinski  and  children  of 
Towle  Elementary  School,  the  Arts  Center  classroom,  a  large,  pleasant, 
well-lighted  space,  is  used  for  Towle  art  classes.  School  children  from 
all  schools  and  grades  visit  gallery  exhibits.  The  summer  children's 
pottery  and  art  classes  were  well  received  by  the  community. 

The  gallery  continues  to  be  enjoyed  and  used  by  various  local 
groups  for  celebrations,  meetings  and  programs,  including  the  weekly 
Rotary  luncheons. 

Fund  raising  for  the  Library  Arts  Center  continues.  The  Apple  Pie 
Summer  Craft  Fair  was  successfully  directed  by  Celestine  Wiggins  and 
Patryc  Spanos.  Chairman  of  the  board  Marie  Bugbee  sparked  the  late 
fall  Membership  Drive.  The  Library  Arts  Center  is  grateful  to  Evan  Hill 
and  Max  Kaufmann  for  consultation  and  design  for  fund  drive 
brochures,  and  especially  grateful  to  Marie  Bugbee  for  her  dedicated 
service  during  the  transition  period  of  1977. 

The  successes  of  the  past  year  come  from  the  generosity  of  many 
Newport  persons  who  have  contributed  time,  materials  and  ideas,  in 
large  and  in  small  ways:  Senior  Citizens  who  pasted  mailing  labels, 
strangers  who  helped  haul  chairs  and  install  exhibitions,  teachers  who 
struggled  with  the  building,  gallery  sitters,  errand  runners,  bakers, 
ticket  takers  and  poster  makers;  the  G&W  Insurance  for  window 
display  space,  the  newspapers  and  radio  who  helped  reach  the  public, 
the  businesses  and  the  Newport  Lions  Club  who  donated  prize  monies 
and  materials  for  projects,  the  Auction  Committee  for  the  box  supper 
Library/ Arts  Center  Benefit,  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library.

Because  of  the  material  effect  of  the  omission  of 
fixed  assets  and  related  depreciation  on  the  financial  position,  we  do  not 
express  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Enterprise  Funds  as 
of  December  31,  1976. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  qualifications  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  covering  the  Enterprise  Funds,  the  accompanying  balance  sheets 
and  statements  of  sources  of  revenue  and  expenditures  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31, 
1976  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  con- 
formity with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applicable  to  govern- 
mental entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  applied  on  a  consistent 
basis.

Hannigan  for  the  period  June  26,  1976  to  December  31,  1976,  Town  Clerk, 
District  Court,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  and  Newport  Conservation  Commission. 

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 

General  Fund; 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet;  (Exhibit  A^l) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  general  fund  as  of  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976  is  pre- 
sented in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  changed  by  $61,470  in  1976,  from  a  current  deficit  of  $984  at 
December  31,  1975  to  a  current  surplus  of  $60,486  at  December  31,  1976.  An 
analysis  of  the  change  in  current  financial  condition  is  contained  in  Exhibit 
A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated 
and  Actual  Revenue;  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1976, 
are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.   As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $68,334,  less  a  net  overdraft  of  appro- 
priations of  $7,085,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $61,249  for  1976. 

Capital  Projects  Fund; 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet;  (Exhibit  A-5) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  of  the  capital  projects  fund  as  of 
December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976,  is  included  in  Exhibit  A-5.   As 
indicated  therein,  the  various  fund  balances  totaled  $350,843  as  of 
December  31,  1976. 

Statement  of  Appropriations,  Expenditures  and  Fund  Balances:  (Exhibit  A-6) 

A  statement  of  capital  projects  fund  appropriations,  expenditures 
and  fund  balances  is  disclosed  in  Exhibit  A-6. 

Enterprise  Funds; 

Water  and  Sewer  Departments;  (Exhibits  A-7,  A-8,  A-9,  and  A-10) 

Comparative  balance  sheets  of  the  water  and  sewer  departments  as 
of  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-7 
and  A-9,  respectively.   Statements  of  cash  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
above  departments  are  included  in  Exhibits  A-8  and  A-10.   As  noted  in  our 
auditor's  opinion,  there  are  no  fixed  asset  or  contributions  in  aid  of 
construction  accounts  maintained  for  these  funds.   Likewise,  there  is  no 
record  of  inventory  maintained.   Therefore,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion 
on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Enterprise  Funds  as  of  December  31,  1976. 

Long-Term  Indebtedness; 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet;  (Exhibit  A-11) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  long-term  indebtedness 
of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976  is  included  in 
Exhibit  A-11.   As  stated  therein,  the  long-term  debt  of  the  Town  amounted 
to  $2,240,650  as  of  December  31,  1976. 

Statement  of  Debt  Service  Requirements:  (Exhibit  A-12) 

A  statement  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements  of  principal 
and  interest  is  included  in  Exhibit  A-12. 


OTHER  FUNDS  AND  OFFICIALS'  ACCOUNTS 

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering  segregated  funds 
and  the  accounts  of  those  officials  entrusted  with  the  custody,  receipt  or 
expenditure  of  Town  funds,  are  presented  in  accordance  with  the  current 
requirements  of  the  Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.  Although  not  considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the 
financial  statements  and  results  of  operations,  our  examination  of  these 
accounts  included  the  same  tests  and  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  aforementioned  financial  statements.   In  our  opinion, 
these  exhibits  are  stated  fairly  in  all  material  respects  when  considered 
in  conjunction  with  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

In  addition  to  our  certified  examination  and  audit  procedures, 
we  have  in  the  past  recommended  certain  bookkeeping  and  internal  control 
procedures  to  be  followed  by  the  Town  Officials  and  employees,  and  assisted 
in  the  installation  of  our  recommendations. 
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Our  review  of  the  records  for  1976  revealed  that  substantial 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  accounting  system  to  comply  with  generally 
accepted  business  practices,  as  well  as  local,  state,  and  federal  statutes. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  the  office  staff  of  the 
Town  of  Newport  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies; 


Funds: 


Under  governmental  accounting,  self-balancing  financial  statements 
are  prepared  for  each  fund.   A  fund  is  defined  as  an  independent  fiscal  and 
accounting  entity  with  a  self-balancing  set  of  accounts,  recording  cash  and/ 
or  other  resources  together  with  all  related  liabilities,  obligations, 
reserves  and  equities  which  are  segregated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
specific  activities  or  attaining  certain  objectives  in  accordance  with  special 
regulations  or  limitations.   Please  refer  to  the  exhibits  enumerated  in  the 
table  of  contents  for  the  funds  included  in  this  report. 


Accounting  Method: 

The  general  accounting  system  of  the  Town  of  Newport  is  on  the  cash 
basis  except  for  the  accountability  of  taxes  and  substantial  accounts 
receivable.   It  is  the  practice  of  the  Town  to  carry  forward  unexpended 
capital  expenditure  appropriations,  representing  those  expenses  which  are 
committed  or  actually  incurred.   General  operating  expenses  are  budgeted  on 
a  twelve-month  basis.   Routine  bills  received  after  December  31  are  included 
in  the  subsequent  year's  budget.   This  practice  is  consistent  with  that  of 
the  preceding  fiscal  years. 


General  Fixed  Assets; 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  fixed  assets.   Accordingly, 
a  report  of  this  type  fund  was  not  included  within  the  scope  of  this  audit. 


Motor  Vehicle  Permit  Fees: 

The  present  system  inaugurated  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in 
issuing  motor  vehicle  permits  to  the  Town  Clerks  creates  an  audit  problem 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  permits  are  preprinted  and  are  not  issued  by  the 
Clerk  and  subsequently  recorded  in  the  cash  book  in  numerical  order. 

Although  our  examination  of  the  records  included  such  tests  as  we 
considered  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  it 
is  not  practical  to  account  for  1007o  of  the  motor  vehicle  permits  issued  to 
the  Clerk  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 
NEW  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES: 

Alternative  Class:  Established  in  the  basement  of  the  Advent  Christian 
Church  —  adjacent  to  the  high  school  —  to  provide  a  special  program 
for  12-15  students  at  the  junior  high  level  who  have  not  adjusted  or 
progressed  in  a  regular  program.  Taught  by  an  experienced  instructor 
who  volunteered  for  the  assignment,  R.  Barry  Genzlinger  is  assisted  by 
an  aide.  Some  funds  have  been  received  from  the  Crime  Commission 
who  view  this  as  a  community,  predelinquency  project  —  not  just  a 
school  responsibility.  Preliminary  reports  show  positive  progress  with 
the  majority  in  the  class.  We  are  trying  to  adjust  to  the  needs  of  certain 
atypical  students.  Your  continued  support  should  result  in  some  better- 
trained  individuals  than  had  they  been  "dropouts." 
Speech  Therapy:  Services  increased  from  two  to  three  days  per  week. 
The  therapist  spends  most  of  her  time  with  the  elementary  students  — 
hoping  to  correct  speech  deficiencies  before  they  become  incorrectible. 
Developmental  Disabilities  Center:  Located  in  Claremont  and  serving 
Sullivan  County,  this  center  is  presently  providing  for  three  Newport 
preschool  youngsters.  Aimed  for  treating  handicaps  before  school  age, 
this  program  is  now  mandated  by  Public  Law  94-142,  for  children  from 
age  three. 

As   can   be   seen,   the   added   services   provide   for    students   with 
handicaps.  This  emphasis  —  worthy  as  it  is  —  doesn't  improve  the 
opportunities  for  the  normal  student  who  is  caught  up  in  the  price  bind 
in  public  education  today. 
SCHOOL  PERFORMANCE: 

Only  recently  the  New  Hampshire  Commissioner  of  Education 
made  the  statement  that  the  amount  of  money  spent  per  pupil  still 
remained  the  single  best  index  of  measuring  a  school's  performance.  Of 
course,  there  are  exceptions,  but  those  school  systems  that  spend  the 
most,  generally  offer  the  best  programs  and  get  the  best  results  for 
their  students.

These  costs  and  percentages  are  for  New  Hampshire  —  the  state 
that  is  lowest  in  the  nation  in  state  support  for  education  (8.6%)  and 
highest  in  the  nation  in  local  support  for  education  (86.3%). 
BUDGET: 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  School  Budget  has  been  drawn  up  to 
stay  within  a  certain  dollar  figure  that  would  not  increase  the  tax  rate. 
The  School  Budget  has  stayed  within  these  limits  —  yet  the  tax  rate 
has  gone  up  each  year.  As  a  result  of  this  no-tax  increase  policy,  our 
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purchase  of  materials  in  the  instructional  area:  textbooks,  library  and 
visual  aids  and  teaching  supplies  has  not  kept  pace  with  inflation  and 
the  rise  in  prices.  More  dollars  have  been  spent  for  fewer  instructional 
materials.  The  1978-79  budget  recommends  reasonable  increases  in 
these  categories.  This  important  area  —  a  small  part  of  the  total  budget 
—  should  not  suffer  at  the  expense  of  non-educational  items  such  as 
insurance,  fuel,  electricity  and  gasoline. 
CONCLUSION: 

Schools  need  parent  and  citizen  interest  and  support.  You  should 
be  concerned  and  make  us  accountable  in  certain  areas.  However,  the 
schools  cannot  and  should  not  be  expected  to  supplant  the  home,  the 
church  and  other  social  agencies. 

Improvements  in  our  operation  can  result  from  your  constructive 
criticism.  We  hope  some  parts  of  our  performance  warrant  your 
approval.

REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 

Education  of  the  Handicapped  —  PL  94-142  is  now  a  fact  of  life  in 
the  process  of  educating  all  students  from  ages  3  to  21.  From  initial 
referral  to  final  placement,  the  district's  Pupil  Placement  Teams  have 
continued  with  their  responsibilities  to  review  and  recommend  appro- 
priate programs,  and  together  with  parent  involvement  and  other 
supportive  agencies,  have  developed  individual  educational  plans  for 
some  65  students  within  the  district  and  10  students  in  appropriate 
out-of-district  programs. 

Handicaps  include  a  number  of  disabilities  within  the  broad  cate- 
gories of  intellectual,  physical  and  emotional  areas,  and  have  involved 
the  services  of  the  Counseling  Center  of  Sullivan  County  (Dr.  Susan 
Maitland,  coordinator).  Central  New  Hampshire  Educational  Resources 
of  Concord  (Dr.  Preston  A.  Pardy,  director)  and  our  own  Guidance 
Dept.  under  Mr.  Herbert  Williams,  director. 

Based  on  actual  numbers  of  students  as  reported  by  the  district 
annually  through  New  Hampshire  Special  Education  Information 
System  (SPEDIS),  some  funds  will  become  available  to  school  districts 
for  supportive  and  supplementary  services,  including  speech/language 
pathology  and  psychological/learning  disabilities  services.  Such  pro- 
grams would  be  subject  to  the  district's  needs  and  approval. 

Local  efforts  to  provide  closer  program  coordination  among  the 
three  special  education  classes  of  Richards,  Towle  and  Jr.-Sr.  High 
School  were  made  with  the  naming  of  Miss  Joan  Binder,  Special 
Education  Teacher  at  Richards  School,  to  carry  out  this  task.  Such 
coordinated  efforts  give  greater  assurance  of  appropriate  program  con- 
tent for  students  and  another  resource  to  regular  classroom  teachers, 
particularly  as  they  become  involved  in  "mainstreaming"  handicapped 
students  in  regular  classes  whenever  possible. 

Reading  continues  to  be  the  major  target  for  those  students  having 
varied  degrees  of  disability  in  this  area.  Among  the  programs  and 
activities  in  this  field  have  been: 

—  78  — 


1.  Right  to  Read.  In  an  attempt  to  deal  with  a  total  reading 
program,  a  small  task  force  of  elementary  teachers  held  a  week-long 
work  session  during  the  summer  of  1977  to  begin  the  task  of  developing 
new  materials  and  organize  existing  reading  materials  to  compliment 
the  READING  SKILLS  CONTINUUM  adopted  by  the  elementary  grades. 

While  this  special  Right  to  Read  task  force  accomplished  their 
objective,  it  became  evident  that  more  work  would  be  necessary  to 
reach  the  ultimate  goal  of  establishing  an  effective  management  system 
of  continuous  progress  in  reading  skills. 

A  recent  approval  from  N.H.  Right  to  Read  to  establish  a  Reading 
Resource  Center  in  this  area  gave  much  support  (through  some 
funding)  to  our  need  for  a  place  for  teachers  to  meet,  to  review  new 
resources  and  to  continue  in  the  pursuit  of  improving  the  quality  of 
instruction  in  reading. 

2.  Title  I,  ESEA  continued  in  its  primary  objective  of  reading 
improvement  and  self-concepts  with  the  following  changes  in  personnel: 
Sharon  DeMayo  was  designated  as  the  Title  I  Project  Manager  (serving 
Newport,  Sunapee  and  Goshen-Lempster);  Robert  Mullen,  Reading 
Specialist  (four  days  in  Newport,  one  day  in  Goshen-Lempster);  Susan 
Carrier,  Home-School  Counselor  serving  all  three  districts  in  the  coop- 
erative project. 

Serving  as  aides  were:  Jean  Bates  and  Linda  Jensen  (Towle),  Mary 
Pavlik  and  Ann  Davidson  (Richards),  and  Martha  Lovely  (Newport 
Jr.-Sr.  High  School). 

Much  interest  and  involvement  has  been  created  by  the  Title  I 
Parent  Advisory  Council  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Betty  Richer  and 
Mrs.  Lisa  Poisson,  co-chairpersons  of  the  council.  Their  enthusiasm 
holds  much  promise  for  continued  success  in  Title  I  activities  and 
home-school  cooperation. 

Evaluation  of  the  project  ending  in  June  1977  indicated  that  80 
percent  of  the  students  participating  had  achieved  their  anticipated 
improvement  in  reading;  94  percent  demonstrated  more  positive  self- 
concepts,  and  96  percent  a  positive  attitude  and  interest  in  reading. 

The  current  Title  I  program  has  similar  expectations  in  its 
evaluation  design  for  June  1978. 

I  am  grateful  to  all  co-workers  throughout  the  district  in  their 
efforts  to  provide  appropriate  programs  for  the  learning  disabled  and 
the  handicapped.  Perhaps  when  these  programs  become  more  routine 
in  their  development  and  implementation,  we  might  turn  our  attention 
toward  improved  programs  for  the  average,  the  gifted  and  the  talented.

The  present  academic  year  1977-78  is  well  under  way.  The  student 
enrollment  as  of  September  6,  1977,  Grades  7  through  12,  was  750. 

Newport  High  School  continues  as  a  comprehensive  high  school 
accredited  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  annually 
and  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  New  England  Association  has  indicated  a  high  degree  of  sat- 
isfaction with  our  program  and  in  November  of  1976  we  were  fully 
accredited  by  The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
until  1984.  Newport  High  School  will  be  evaluated  again  in  1984. 

There  is  a  continuing  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  our 
educational  program.  We  are  constantly  striving  to  offer  courses  to  our 
students  that  will  enable  them  to  fmd  their  place  in  society.  The  areas 
of  reading,  writing  and  math  continue  to  be  our  chief  concern.  We  want 
our  students  to  be  as  proficient  as  possible  in  these  areas  before  they 
leave  Newport  High  School.  Students  in  our  vocational  areas,  through 
the  excellent  cooperation  of  many  businesses  in  the  community,  have 
been  able  to  gain  valuable  experience  on  the  job  through  the  Co-op 
Program. 

The  teaching  staff  is  a  very  dedicated  staff  and  one  of  the  finest  we 
have  had  in  my  eight  years  at  Newport  High  School.  I  would  like  to 
compliment  them  on  their  dedication  and  cooperation  with  me  and  with 
the  student  body.  My  personal  thanks  go  to: 

1 .  The  Superintendent  and  School  Board  for  the  support  and  coop- 
eration given  to  the  high  school  administration  and  teaching  staff. 

2.  The  many  students  who  are  good  school  citizens  and  work  hard 
to  accomplish  their  objectives  through  education. 

3.  The  citizens  of  the  community  who  have  given  us  excellent 
support  in  order  for  us  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  student. 

A  student  or  a  school  is  only  as  good  as  the  support  they  receive 
from  the  community.  The  parents  play  a  very  important  role  in  the 
education  of  their  children.  Parents  must  exercise  that  role. 

The  teen-agers  of  today  are  harshly  judged.  All  are  judged  by  the 
actions  of  a  few.

All  of  us,  schools,  churches,  parents,  have  an  obligation  to  set 
standards  of  behavior  so  children  have  an  opportunity  to  use  us  as 
models  in  developing  their  standards.  We  can  only  accomplish  this  by 
working  together  in  a  spirit  of  harmony.

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  20th  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Newport's  elementary  schools. 

A  brief  summary  of  information  important  for  parents  and  citizens 
to  be  conscious  of  is  listed  below: 

1.  We  are  all  anxious  to  have  children  succeed  in  school.  School 
work  is  the  most  important  business  of  the  children  in  our  care.  Careful 
home  training,  good  health,  religious  instruction  and  a  thorough  edu- 
cation are  the  best  insurance  for  the  future  success  and  happiness  of 
our  children.  We  must  be  sure  that  they  have  these  at  whatever  sacri- 
fice. 

2.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  children  of  Newport  will  contribute 
toward  making  the  next  generation  a  still  better  one  than  the  gener- 
ation of  which  we  are  now  a  part. 

3.  To  retain  our  best  teachers  and  attract  other  capable  teachers 
to  Newport,  we  must  continue  to  have  a  competitive  teachers'  salary 
schedule,  continue  improving  building  facilities,  reduce  classroom  size, 
and  provide  our  teachers  with  the  tools  needed  that  would  be  conduc- 
tive to  the  improvement  of  the  education  in  Newport,  in  accordance 
with  the  Minimum  Standards  and  Recommendations  for  New  Hamp- 
shire Elementary  School  Approval  developed  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Board  of  Education. 

4.  The  school  staff  continued  to  work  to  improve  the  school 
programs  to  insure  avenues  of  achievement  for  all  our  students  through 
participation  in  Staff  Development,  Career  Education  and  Right  To 
Read  programs. 

5.  The  Richards  School  and  Towle  School  personnel  are  doing  an 
excellent  job  in  helping  meeting  the  energy  crisis. 

1.  Turned  down  thermostats 

2.  Turned  off  many  lights  in  the  building 

3.  Cut  down  on  field  trips 

4.  Pulling  home  room  shades  down  every  p.m. 

6.  Home  rooms  are  grouped  heterogeneously  (pupils  working  with 
others  on  a  different  level  of  achievement). 

7.  Educational  television  in  Health  (all  grades).  Social  Studies 
(Grade  1),  (Grade  5,  6),  Art  (Grade  5,  Special  Education),  Music 
(Grades  1,  2),  Ecology  (Grades  1,  5),  Literature  (Grades  1,  2,  3,  5), 
Linguistics  (Grades  4,  6),  Science  (Grades  1,  3,  Special  Education), 
Interdisciplinary  (Grades  4,  6),  Nutrition  (Grade  5),  has  continued  as  an 
aid  to  teaching. 

8.  Federal  funds  from  Title  I  and  Title  IV  were  used  in  projects 
for  the  "educationally  deprived"  students  and  indirectly  benefited  all 
the  pupils. 

9.  Towle  Elementary  School  participated  in  the  annual  Union- 
Leader  New  Hampshire  State  Spelling  Bee  for  the  20th  straight  year 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Flint. 
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10.  New  books  are  continually  being  added  to  the  Richards  School 
Central  Library  and  to  our  new  Towle  Library  Resource  Center.  Again, 
I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents  and  citizens  who 
volunteer  countless  hours  of  their  free  time  helping  in  our  schools. 

11.  The  Richards  and  Towle  School  children,  for  the  20th  year, 
have  continued  to  do  an  excellent  job  selling  tickets  for  the  annual 
Newport  Teacher's  Scholarship  Fund  Supper. 

12.  Close  to  165  Towle  pupils  are  bused  daily  to  the  Newport  High 
School  Cafeteria  for  noon  lunch.  The  Richards  School  Cafeteria  feeds 
approximately  300  pupils  each  day  on  three  shifts. 

13.  Requests  for  referral  to  Child  Guidance  Clinic  can  be  made  at 
any  time  by  parents  and  teachers.  Some  of  the  agencies  which  have 
been  helpful  to  us  include: 

1.  Counseling  Center  of  Sullivan  County,  Claremont,  N.H. 

2.  Hitchcock  Clinic,  Hanover,  N.H. 

3.  Central  N.H.  Educational  Services,  Concord,  N.H. 

14.  Fire  drills  are  held  unannounced.  Children  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  old  Richards  building  have  used  the  fire  escape  during  fire  drills. 

15.  The  Newport  Elementary  Physical  Education  Club  under  the 
direction  of  Barbara  Rosinski,  Physical  Education  Instructor,  has  raised 
and  donated  over  $3,000  for  physical  education  equipment  for  the 
elementary  grades  and  Towle  School  Winter  Sports  Program. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  connected  with  these  schools,  parents  and 
the  citizens  of  Newport  for  their  continued  fine  support  and  cooperation 
to  make  this  past  school  year  a  successful  one.  I  sincerely  urge  parents 
and  citizens  to  visit  their  schools  at  any  time  throughout  the  year, 
because  when  the  partnership  between  home,  the  community  and 
school  is  strong  the  education  of  children  is  good.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District,  in  the  Town  of  Newport,  in 
the  County  of  SulUvan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to 
vote  in  District  affairs: 


You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  District 
on  the  11th  day  of  March  1978  at  1  o'clock  to  act  upon  the  Articles  set 
forth  in  this  Warrant.  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  covering  the  election  of 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  Member  of  the  School  Board  will  be 
acted  upon  at  1  o'clock  p.m.  and  voting  will  be  by  official  ballot  and 
checklists,  and  the  polls  will  remain  open  for  this  purpose  from  1 
o'clock  p.m  until  at  least  3  o'clock  p.m.  At  2  o'clock  p.m.  the  remaining 
Articles  will  be  acted  upon. 


ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  to  choose  one  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  report  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  District 
Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  state  sources, 
together  with  other  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the 
Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  revenue  and  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  any  unen- 
cumbered balance  accruing  June  30,  1978,  in  excess  of  $6,100  be 
placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  toward  future  school 
transportation  needs. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $4,500  for  a  Dust  Collecting  System  for  the  Woodwork- 
ing Shop  at  Newport  High  School.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.) 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  act  as  Agents  in  dispersing  allotted  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  school 
transportation  needs. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for,  to  receive  and  spend  in  the  name  of  the 
District,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educational 
purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  state, 
local  or  private  agencies. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.
